The Norwegian Govern- 
ment was not aware at the time 
that M. Trotsky had violated his 
promise not to undertake political 
activities while in Norway. 

The Norwegian " Government 
emphasises that even if M. Trot- 
sky had had anything to do with 
the murder of M. Kirov, this was 
when he was not yet in Norway, the 
murder having taken place’ in 
December 1934, while M. Trotsky 
arrived in Norway in July 1935.
